Credit Expert Finds Present Conditions Sound and 
‘ Comfortable; Outlook Reassuring 


J. H. Tregoe, secretary-treas- 
urer of the National Association of 
Credit Men emphasizes, in a let- 
ter to members of that organiza- 
tion in Los Angeles, the need of 
careful buying. “To load up with 
commodities,” says this authority, 
in anticipation of better business 
is inadvisable, not only from the 
credit angle but in consideration 
of the strong tendency to style 
changes and the indulgence of 
many whims that characterize the 
buying public. We should grad- 
ually work ourselves back into 
standard styles; we should cease 
to make the windows of the boot 
94 look like a millinery dis- 
Play. 

“Cotton among the necessities 
ranks but little below foodstuffs, 
and we are so close to a crises in 
cotton that it should have atter- 
tion. The present consumption of 
American cotton is estimated at 
around 12,500,000 bales. Since 1914 
we have had but one crop of this 
size. In 1920 the crop reached 
13,270,970 bales. The average 
production since 1915 is a little 
less than 11,000,000 bales. A Rrit- 
ish economist estimates the pre- 
war production of cotton in all 
countries at about 25,000,000 bales. 
The ave ‘post-war production 


restoration of confidence among oil

has been 20,205,000 bales. Of the 
medium, known as grade No. 2. 
our country supplies the larger | 
portion, and its annual production, 
is about one-half of the world’s 
entire crop. 


COTTON SHORTAGE IMPENDS 


“The shortage of the American 
product, which in 1823 was more 
than 2,000,000 bales, creates an 
alarming situation, to which the 
earnest consideration of people 
and government should be given. 
That peculiar menace, the boll 
weevil, now consumes as much cot- 
ton as is consumed in the mille of 
our country. This little animal 
has so far defied all attacks. 

“When a larger supply of a com- 
modity is needed, there is but one 
thing to do, increase the produc- 
tion. The boll weevil, however, 
defeats this natural law, for no 
matter how large an acreage is 
planted in cotton, the devastation 
aside from unfavorable weather 
conditions is apt to defeat expec- 
tations and give no return for the 
labor expended or the new acre- 
age planted. 

We urge diversification of pro- 
Guction in the States where cot- 
ton has largely been the one crop. 
By devoting @ proper acreage to 
the raising of foodstuffs and dairy 
products, we do not lessen in the 
least the need of deriving from the 
acreage planted in cotton ua proper 
return so that the supply needed 
by the world of the American 
product will be availiable. 

“This is a situation challenging 
the best powers of acientific inves- 
tigation, of governmental Skill. of 
human effort. The case of cotton 
is squarely before us, and it should 


be just as interesting to the con- 


sumer of cotton goods in one form 
or anoth as to the producer of 
the stapié.” 

Mr. Tregoe points out that there 


has been no material change in the 
order of things with which the 
year strted. “Confidence,” he saya, 
„ long the line

controlled. We can do no better 
service than to keep the flow of 
commodities at a reasonable 
height, and refrain from doing an-

United States. The masses of the people 
will not reject Communism until they have 
tried to live under it.” . 
Mussolini may understand the Italian 
complex; but he has not yet had experi- 
ence enough with world affairs to distin- 
guish between the Latin and the Anglo- 
Saxon intellect. The Latins are emotional, 
and their passions are likely to dominate 
their reason; while the experience of the 
last five years has proved that the masses 
of the Russian people are not sufficiently 
enlightened to pass judgment upon different 
and contradictory forms of government. 
One who is familiar with world history 
wonders how one holding the high position 
which Mussolini occupies could reach so 
unreasonable a conclusion. He is possibiy 
the most brilliant of the present European 
statesmen. He has achieved what seemed 
to be two years ago the impossible for the 
Italian people. He has drawn them away 
from the gulf over which the Austrians, 
the Russians and the Germans plunged. 
In fact, he pulled the Italians back after 
they were already on the slope of 
abyss. | 
If he were as familiar with past as cur- 
rent history he would recall that the French 
Revolution turved the English people from 
radicalism to conservatism. The stolid An- 
glo-Saxons watched from their sea-locked 
coast the storm that originated in France 


They saw the wreckage of radicalism 
washed to their shores; and they were rea- 
sonable enough, sensible enough not to put 
to sea in such a gale.

Among those 
of their own blood they find sympathetic 
listeners and financial support; but there 
is no indication that their arguments can 
influence the Anglo-Saxon intellect. 

Mussolini has but vague ideas about the 
people of the United States. He measures 
our grain in a Latin half-bushel, and he is 
thereby led into a rather amusing error. 
Socialism, the mother of Communism, has 
almost ceased to be a factor in American 
politics. We have seen the Socialistic theo- 
ries applied elsewhere and have observed 
5 confusion and the misery that have in- 
variably followed. And Americans are prac- 
tical. enough to avoid failures. __ 

If Communism had rendered the life of 
the masses more tolerable, if the abolition 
of the wage system had raised the stand- 
ard of living, if the socialization of prop- 
erty had increased production and banished 
poverty in other countries, then the Amer- 
jean people would consider seriously the 
socialization of our form of government, 

But Socialism and Communism have 
failed invariably. The only equality they 
have accomplished is the equality of mis- 
ery. And the American people are not so 
naive as to take passage in a vessel that 
has a record for foundering every time it 
encounters a high wind at sea. They are 
sufficiently endowed by reason to know 
when to let well enough alone.

A Flashback

and in luxuries. And, if we can 
help it, believe me, we don't work 
cheap. 

I don't believe employers hire 
married women because they are 
vamped into it. I believe when 
the married woman get the posi- 


tion it is because she is more 
tapable, more humanly under- 
standing, more experienced, and, 
perhaps, more genuinely sophis- 
ticated. 


And quite possibly because she is 
more attractive—-since being at- 
tractive is a perfectly good and 
righteous business asset in either 
sex. When the unmarried woman 
is both capable and attractive the 
competition is unlikely to work 
her, unless she has fallen upon 
some exceptionally untoward cir- 
cumstances. Perhaps my corres- 
pondent has been thus unlucky. 

I am prepared to admit that as 
many women continue their busi- 
ness and professions after marriage 
because they like it and want to, 
as because they feel the necessity. 
It would be a real hardship were I 
to give up mine, for instance. But 
it would be an even greater hard- 
ship if I had to give up my home 
and family.
